G.S.R. 344(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 18 of the Citizensip Act, 1955 (57 of 
1955). the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Citizensip Rules, 1956, namely;— 

1(1) These rules may be called the Citizenship (Amendment) Rules, 2000. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 In the Citizenship Rules, 1956 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in rule 2,— 

(i) after clause (a), the following clause (aa) shall be inserted, namely — 

' (aa) The “Central Government” means any officer not below the rank of a Deputy Secretary to the Gov¬ 
ernment of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs or its equivalent;”, 

(n) in clause (b), the words “in the Presidency-town of Bombay. Calcutta or Madras, the Collector thereof, 
and elsewhere” shall be omitted. 

.1 In the said rules, in rule 3,- 

(i) in sub-rule (1), after the word and letter "Form I”, the following shall be inserted, namely — 

“and shall be accompanied by an undertaking in writing that he/she will renounce the citizenship of his/her 
country in the event of his/her application being sanctioned ”, 

(n) after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely — 

“(3) No application under sub-rule (1) shall lie unless the applicant was ordinarily resident in India for a 
period of five years immediately before the date of his application ” 

4 In the said rules, in rule 4,— 

(i) in sub-rule (1), for the words “documentary evidence to show that the applicant has renounced 
or lost the citizenship of his/ser country in accordance with the law in force therein or by an 
undertaking in writing that he/she will renounce that citizenship in the event of his/her applica¬ 
tion being sanctioned ”, the words “an undertaking in writing that he/she will renounce the citizenship 
of his/her country in the event of his/her application being sanctioned”, shall be substituted; 

(n) for clause (a) of sub-rule (3), the following clause shall be substituted, namely — 

"(a) has been ordinarily resident in India, or". 

(lii) in sub-rules (4) and (5), for the words "exempt such person", the words "exempt such woman" 
shall be substituted. 

5 In the said rules, in rule 6, for the words "and shall include the particulars specified in clauses (a) and (c) 
of rule 5," the following shall be substituted, namely— 

"and shall include the following particulars— 

(a) a statement whether the applicant is a parent or guardian of the child and if he is a guardian, how he 
became the guardian; 

(b) a statement showing whether the child was adopted bv the applicant and if so, documentary evidence to 
this effect, 

(c) a statement of the reasons for which it is desired that the child should be registered as a citizen of India." 

6 In the said rules, in rule 8, the words "and in any other case under these rules any officer not below the 
rank of a Joint Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs and also includes such other 
officer as cntral Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette appoint," shall be omitted. 

7 In the said rules, in rule 10,— 

(0 in sub-rule (1), after the word and letter "Form V", the words "duly signed by an officer not below the 
rank of Under Secretary to the Government of India" shall be inserted; 
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(ii) in sub-rule (2), after the word and letter "Form VI", the words "duly signed by an officer not below the 
rank of Under Secretary to the Government of India," shall be inserted 

8 In the said rules 4 in rule 17,— 

(i) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely — 

"17. Form of application for naturalisation—(1) An application for a certificate of naturalisation shall 
be made in Form XII to the Collector within whose jurisdiction the applicant is ordinarily resident and 
the Collector shall transmit every such application to the Central Government through the State Gov¬ 
ernment alongwith his report,"; 

(n) after clause (ii) of sub-rule (2), the following explanation shall be inserted, namely.— 

"Explanation: —Aa applicant shall be considered to have adequate knowldge of the concerned lan¬ 
guage if he can speak or understand or read or write that language " 

9 In the said rules, in rule 24, for sub-rule (1) the following sub-rule shall be subsitiuted, namely.— 

"24 Cancellation of certificate of registration or naturalisation in case of deprivation of citizenship—(1) Where 
an order has been made depriving a person registered or naturalised in India of his citizenship of India, the person so 
deprived or any other person in possession of the relevant certificate of registration or naturalisation shall, if required 
by notice in writing given by the Central Government, deliver up the said certificate to such person and within such 
lime as may be SHfiafied in the notice.' 1 

10 In tne said rules, in clause (i) of rule 28, the words "or any other person for the time being authorised by 
law in the place where the applicant, declarant or deponent is, to administer an oath for any judicial or other legal 
purposes" shall be omitted 

11 In the said rules, in rule 31,— 

(i) in the proviso to sub-rule (1), the words, figures, brackets and letter "or section 5(l)(d)" shall be omitted; 

(n) in sub-rules (2) and (3) for the letters and figures "Rs. 15/-(Rupees 24" the letters and figures " Rs 
200/- (Rupees 500/-" shall respectively be substituted 

12 In the said rules, after rule 31, the following rule shall be inserted, namely — 

"32 Authority for Revision of an order made under the Act by the prescribed authority—(1) If an application 
is made by a person aggrieved by an order made under the provisions of the Act, the application shall be disposed off 
after giving a reasonable opportunity to the person affected to present his case, by an authority one rank higher than the 
authority prescribed for disposal of application against the order of which revision is sought " 

13 In SCHEDULE I to the said rules, for FORM I, FORM II, FORM XII, and FORM XIII the following 
FORM I, FORM II, FORM XII and FORM XIII shall respectively be substituted, namely —
